QUONSET CHAPEL DEFENDED 


The article in the April 19 Yodeler 
ques= - 
tioned the erection of a quonset hut 
chapel in beautiful Havasu Canyon, Ari- 
zona, has brought several responses, 

A note from’ Betty and Maurice Curtis 
from Inyokern, says, "We are quite proud 
of our Quonset Chapel here at China 
Lake." They enclose a photograph of a 
quonset hut modified by careful archi+ 
tectural planning so that the character- 
istic shape does not stand out in its 
original ugliness, The chapel is air- 
conditioned, and serves all denomina- 
tions. 

Jean Thomson sends us a webitihan 
from a recent issue of a church paper, 
which should set our minds somewhat at 
rest about the much publicized and wor- 
riedeabout. little chapel in Havasu, 

"The quonpet hut will sit on a three- 
foot stone wall built by the Indians 
from the red rock of the canyon walls, 
and will have a stone front with a mis~ 
sion belfry. All of the work on the 
chapel is being done by the Indians 
themselves, and the actual erection of 
the hut will be under an expert from 
the steel company." Jean adds that 
probably the actual quonset will be in- 
visible from the outside, and if it is 
curtained with native stone it may merge 
with the canyon walls when seen from a 
distance, 

We have also heard indirectly from 
Bishop Kinsolving of Arizona that of 
course there are plans to improve its 
appearance. The economy and speed which 
were possible in the erection of such 
a hut made the choice advisable, and now 
that the roof is over them, they can con- 
tinue with the plans to modify it. They 
hope soon to have a structure that will 
not be an eyesore in the surrounding 
landscape.
